Arson suspects under observation 


But police search of home yields no additional charges 


By Neil Fater 
he two 15-year-old Andover males accused last 
week of setting fire to a number of Andover build- 
ings, cars, and trash bins are undergoing mental 
evaluations and will return to court when these evalua- 
tions are complete, say police. 

Meanwhile, Andover police have searched the home of 
one of the youths since his arrest. 

“We did a search warrant where the kid (who was 
arrested first, on Monday) lives and we found some of the 
evidence we were told we would find,” says Det. Jim Hag- 
gerty. 

Among the items found were a pair of pliers that may 
help convict the two 15-year-old boys of a felony charge of 
breaking and entering a building with intent to commit 
arson, say police. 

But, based on the search, Det. Jim Haggerty says 
Andover police do not plan to add new charges to those 
outlined last week. 

The first boy, arrested Monday after allegedly setting 
fire to a car that night, faces 13 fire-setting charges. These

charges include five counts of burning a building, two 
counts of burning a motor vehicle, one count of burning 
a dwelling, and four counts of burning personal property 
— the trash bins. 

The second youth, who turned himself in Tuesday 
after learning police considered him a suspect, faces 11 
charges. He faces one less charge of burning a building 
and one less charge of burning a vehicle. 

The arrest of the two boys Monday and Tuesday last 
week brought an end to a week marred by downtown 
fires. (“Fire-setting teenagers face 10 arson charges,” 
Townsman, Dec. 4.) 

After his arrest last Monday, the first boy admitted 
only to being involved with the Monday night fire. Police 
say he did this after he was told he could be linked to the 
crime because of footprints left in freshly fallen snow. He 
also refused to name anyone else who was involved in set- 
ting the fires. 

But, accompanied by his step-father, the second boy 
offered a confession linking himself and his friend to sev- 
eral alleged fire-setting crimes, say police.

No holiday 
from politics 


Yes, it’s time to take a deep breath and 
smell the mistletoe. Time to open your 
heart freely. Time to be of good cheer and 
cast off the grudges of the year. Time to 
pull back from the routine, to drink large 
quantities of eggnog, to let the worries of 
the world slide just a bit. 

But it’s not time to totally forget that 
lurking just beyond the holidays is local 
campaign season. And with the announce- 


ment last week by the dean of the Board of |

deserves a bit of eggnog himself), there | | 
will be at least one guaranteed change in | | 


the town’s chief legislative body. 


Perhaps it seems a bit unseemly for | | 
names to be suddenly floating about, with | |. 


the ink barely dry on Silverman’s 


announcement. Some might argue that | 
it’s more respectful to wait a while before | 


leaping into the candidate pool — at least 
until after the holidays. 

But Silverman himself, a longtime polit- 
ical pro, has to know that is not the way 


the system works. Politics abhors a vacu- 


um. He himself has expressed the wish | 


that his departure will draw some “new 
blood” into town government. 

And that really is a good thing. How 
much worse it would be if there were only 
half-hearted interest shown in a seat on 
the town’s top municipal board. Indeed, it 
is encouraging that, less than a week after 
Silverman made his intentions public, 
there is one declared candidate for his post 
(a youthful, female entrepreneur at that), 
and several others considering it. 

That is far better than times in the past 
when an incumbent had no challenge at 
all. It may be more comfortable for those 
in Office, but it is lousy for democracy, and 
stifling for a town. 

The issues are all there for the dis- 
cussing: youth/adult recreation needs still 
pending after all these years; a downtown 
trying hard to maintain a local identity; 
headlong housing development that sug- 
gests a need for some more careful plan- 
ning; the design and location of a senior 
center; maddening traffic problems; and a 


crime level that is quite good, but has | 


some disturbing blips, like the recent 
mini-wave of arson. 

And that doesn’t even count the educa- 
tion issues that are, of course under the 
purview of the school committee but 
deserve the attention and comments of 
selectmen as well. 

It is good and healthy to have those who 
have been in charge debate these with 
those who would like to be in charge. So let 
the eggnog flow, and then let the cam- 


paigns begin.

Au pairs are slave 
labor? No way 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am responding to the letter to the 
editor (“Au pairs are slave labor, pure 
and simple” Townsman, Nov. 26). I read 
this letter with total disbelief and anger. 
The “gentleman” who wrote this article 
has evidently never had an “au pair” or 
had any experience with any of the gOov- 
ernment-authorized programs. 

I find it disconcerting when any gen- 
eralizations are made about any group 
of people or families (whether it be au 
pairs, the host families, religious 
groups, ethnic groups, etc.). Of course, 
and as a given, there are good and bad in 
all groups (good au pairs, bad au pairs, 
good host families and bad host fami- 
lies). 

However, I take strong exception to 
the analogy of an au pair as slave labor. 
If Mr. Buck made an attempt to educate 
himself on the subject (rather than rely- 
ing solely on the mass media and hyste- 
ria of the Woodward case) he would 
learn that au pair means “on equal.” 
The philosophy is that these men and 
women are not “slave” labor but rather 
a part of (and equal to) the American 
family. 

I was fortunate enough to have au 
pairs from the time my children were 
infants until my oldest was 9 years old. 
The au pair program allowed me to con- 
tinue working outside the home while 
having one-on-one child care in my 
home (an environment that was con- 
trolled by myself and my husband and 
an environment to which we had total 
access at all times). 

Not only did my children benefit 
from the au pair experience (they have a 
great understanding about different cul- 
tures, languages, and a thorough knowl- 
edge of geography), but the au pair did 
as well. I rather doubt “slave labor” 
would have access on nights and week- 
ends to an upscale family car, dinners at 
the local country club, trips to Florida, 
Canada, New York and other states in 
our country, Christmas and birthday 
parties for the au pair, etc., etc., etc. 

I also doubt that “slave labor” would 
continue to keep in communication

THE NEW TAX 
BILL’S IMPACT 

ON REAL ESTATE 


The new 1997 federal budget 
made significant changes that will 
benefit real estate. The capital gains 
tax exclusions on the sale of a 
principal residence is just one of 
several benefits for homeowners. The 
new tax law grants mamed couples up 
to $500,000 (singles $250,000) capital 
gains tax exclusion for the sale of their 
principal residence if they have resided 
in the home for two of the last five 
years. For assets sold after May 6, 
1997, any profits in excess of the 
$500,000 (or $250,000 for singles) will 
be taxed at the new lower capital gains 
tax rate of 20% for those in the upper 
income bracket and 10% for those in 
lower tax brackets. The overall capital 
Gains rates will go lower still in the year 
2001, when the rate for the upper 
income bracket will drop to 18% and 
8% for those in lower income tax 
brackets. This will be applicable for 
assets purchased December 31, 2000, 
and held five years or more. 

What about the rollover 
provision? The rollover provision in 
effect prior to the new bill that allowed 
an individual to avoid capital gains 
taxes by purchasing a home of equal 
Or greater value has been repealed in 
favor of the new exclusion and is no 
longer effective. However, buyers and 
Sellers who signed a “binding contract” 
between May 7, 1997, and the day 
that the tax bill was signed (August 5, 
1997) are authorized to use either the 
existing rollover law or take advantage 
of the new tax provisions. Any homes 
sold prior to May 6, 1997 are still 
bound by the tax laws in effect at that 
time.

Residents have complained that the 
Main Street changes are backing up traf- 
fic. Officials want to make sure the public 
has a chance to offer more input on the 
Route 125 projects, says Finegold.

The state has approved phase two 
of the Greater Lawrence Technical 
High School’s building expansion 
project that could include more than 
138,000 square feet of space. 


Architects Drum- 
mey Rosane Ander- 
son, Inc. of Newton 
are working on the 
final designs for the 


addition to the 
school, the first 
since 1972. 


The total cost of 
the project is esti- 
mated at $46 million, 
says Leo Lamon- 
tagne, chairman of 
the Greater 
Lawrence School 
District Committee. 

The state Emer- 
gency Finance 
Board, which has to 
approve all regional 
school district pro- 
jects, gave the green 
light to the expan- 
sion project Dec. 2. 

The cost of phase 
two is $1.7 million of 
the total, Lamon- 
tagne said. 

According to the 
school’s’ Assistant 
Superintendent of 
Administration and 
Finance Charles 
Fox, phase one, the 
preliminary _ plan- 
ning, cost about 
$60,000 and phase 
three, the construc- 
tion and renovation, 
would cost more 
than $44 million. 

School officials 
are expecting 
between 85 and 90 
percent of the cost to 
be reimbursed by 
the state, Fox said. 
The four district 
towns are each 
expected to bond a 
portion of the pro- 
ject relative to the 
number of students 
they send to the 
school. 

Lamontagne said 
Andover’s contribu- 
tion to phase two 
would probably be 
between $15,000 and 
$20,000. 

Fox said Andover 
students are only 1.6 
percent of the 1,381 
enrolled at GLTHS. 

Superintendent 
Marsha McDonough 
said the new space 
will house new pro- 
grams in biotechnol- 
ogy and telecommu- 
nications. 

The project is 


aimed at accommodating increasing 
enrollments, said Lamontagne, but 
also at bringing the building up to 
code with the Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act and other state regula- 
tions in time for a scheduled review

“The Christmas Menorahs” 
will be the worship theme this 
Sunday at 10:30 a.m. at the Unitar- 
ian Universalist Congregation, 6 
Locke St. 

Led by the children of the reli- 
gious education program, “The 
Christmas Menorahs” is based on 
the book by Janis Cohen. 

In December 1993, after a peri- 
od of escalating hate crimes in 
Billings, Montana, a cinder block 
was thrown through the window 
of 5-year-old Isaac Schnitzers. It 
landed, with glass shards, on his 
bed. The small Jewish population 
in town, the Crow peoples, per- 
sons of color, and gays and les- 
bians had all been attacked in 
recent months, and it seemed with 
this incident that even children 
could be targets. 

The child, in another room, 
was unhurt, but the near-miss gal- 
vanized the community. Tammie 
Schnitzer, Isaac’s mother, already 
a high-profile activist, involved 
the press, city leadership and a 
network of ‘pro-diversity’ citi- 
zens. Inspired by the World War II 
example of the Danes, who wore

yellow armbands during the Nazi 
pogroms, the Billings community 
decided to place menorahs in the 
windows of all who supported 
diversity, free worship, and a 
community of acceptance. There 
was more violence, more broken 
glass, more death threats... but 
the community, united with a 
visual symbol, stood together to 
defy the Aryan Nation, the KKK 
and splinter groups acting as ter- 
rorists will — anonymously and 
under the cover of darkness. In 
Billings, the violence has dimin- 
ished in response, but incidents 
have continued. 

And in our own state, there are 
temple desecrations... vandal- 
ism... covert attacks. It is a con- 
temporary tale, sadly a contempo- 
rary issue, and one the children 
are proud to present. 

According to the Rev. Peter T. 
Richardson, worship will be led 
by Rebecca K. Morgan, director of 
religious education, and by the 
older children, with younger ages 
giving dramatic vignettes of the 
story. All are welcome to attend.

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‘Pumpkin Man’ appeal before NH court

David Cobb, the former Phillips Academy 
teacher convicted on hundreds of child pornogra- 
phy charges last year in the infamous Pumpkin 


Man case, is waiting to hear if at least some of 


these charges could be dismissed. 

His attorney, Cathy Green, argued his appeal 
before the New Hampshire Supreme Court Dec. 3, 
after submitting 12 written arguments to the 
court several months ago. 

Both Green and Cynthia White, senior assis- 
tant attorney general, say it is difficult to guess 
when the court might return with an opinion on 
these appeals. 

“It’s hard to predict. It could take months,” 
says Green. “It’s entirely up to the court.” 

Cobb was sentenced to eight to 15 years in jail 
during June, 1996, for attempted felonious assault 
on a 12-year-old boy, for 268 counts of possessing 
child pornography, and for showing pornography 
to a child. 


Cobb’s fate now rests in the hands of the five 
justices, who have several options open to them, 
say the two attorneys. 

The Supreme Court could: 

* Let the convictions stand as is; 

* Grant a new trial on some or all of the 
charges; 

* Reverse the sexual assault conviction; and/or 

* Dismiss some of the pornography charges. 

White says a worst-case scenario for the state 
would mean the court would reverse the felo- 
nious sexual assault conviction and dismiss 
many of the pornography charges. 

But she says of the appeals attempt, “I think 
they’re weak arguments on the sufficiency of the 
evidence.” 

Cobb was arrested in Farmington, N.H. in 
1995, after allegedly offering children money to 
help him dress and undress retarded children 
who had supposedly been swimming at a nearby 
camp.

Should a teachers’ union 
president be paid by the 
school system for time spent 
on union business, as if he or 
she were teaching? 

While the practice is fairly 
common across the state, not 
just in Andover, there is no 
standard way it is done. And 
in many cases, it is the union, 
not the system, that pays for 
its president to work outside 
of class. 

Indeed, while some union 
presidents in Massachusetts 
have a much sweeter deal 
when it comes to time out of 
class than Andover Education 
Association president Tom 
Meyers, who gets one teach- 
ing period off per day to han- 
die union concerns, virtually 
all those on full-time leave are 
paid by their union, accord- 
ing to an informal survey by 
the Townsman. 

According to Massachu- 
setts Teachers Association 
field consultant Joseph Mur- 
phy, Andover’s arrangement 
is neither common nor 
unusual because each school 
district has a unique arrange- 
ment, usually determined by 
the size of the district and the 
relationship between the 
teachers and the administra- 
tion, Murphy says. 

The issue was raised 
recently in Andover by 
School Committee member 
David Birnbach, who ques- 
tioned the town’s agreement 
to give Meyers time off for 
union work while still paying 
him for a full teaching load. 

Meyers says under the 
block schedule, he teaches 
two 82-minute blocks each 
semester where other teach- 
ers spend one semester teach- 
ing two 82-minute blocks and 
another semester teaching 
three 82-minute blocks a day. 

Murphy says the individ- 
ual nature of these agree- 
ments usually keeps them 
from being included in the 
teachers’ contract. 

Meyers’ arrangement for 
union release time is not part 
of the teachers’ contract, but 
an agreement made under for- 
mer superintendent Kenneth 
Seifert with then-union presi- 
dent Sheila Eckoff, he says. 
According to “past practice” 
policies of the teachers con- 
tract, the agreement stays in 
place for future presidents, 
Meyers says. 


What’s the justification? 
However, some current 
School Committee members 
are not happy with it. Eric 
Nadworny echoes Birnbach’s 
concerns about Meyers being 


paid for not teach- 
ing, and believes 
union duties 
should be handled 


outside of the 
school day. 

“I don’t see the 
justification for 
it,” he says. 


Birnbach con- 
tends that Meyers 
is getting paid 
$12,000 of his 
salary each year 
for handling union 
concerns. Accord- 
ing to Andover’s 
personnel  direc- 
tor, Candace Hall, 
the amount of time 
Meyers is released 
from teaching adds 
up to $10,800 per 
year of his $53,000 
annual salary. 

Murphy, 
has worked with Andover 
through the MTA since the 
mid ’70s, says the agreement 
was originally negotiated 
with the intent of talking out 
problems before they became 
grievances, arbitration cases 
or costly litigation, and he 
thought it worked well under 
Superintendents Seifert and 
Mark McQuillan. 

“I guess it isn’t working 
too well,” Murphy said of cur- 
rent relations, and added that 
he’s seen more _ hostility 
between the union and 
administrators in the last 
three years than ever before. 

“I guess disagreements 
were handled in a different 
fashion,” he says. 


Unclogging the channels 

The head of the Brockton 
teachers’ union, Joseph 
O’Sullivan, is one of a few 
teachers in the state on full- 
time unpaid leave to handle 
union duties. But his salary is 
paid by the union at no cost to 
the town, he says. 

Other Massachusetts 
towns with union heads on 
full-time leave include Cam- 
bridge, Lexington, Fall River, 
Newton, New Bedford, Ply- 
mouth-Carver, Springfield, 
Worcester, Framingham and 
Barnstable, he says. 

Brockton, a school system 
of 15,500 students and more 
than 1,200 teachers, requires 
a full-time union president, 
O’Sullivan says. He adds that 
it would be unusual for a 
union of less than 500 mem- 
bers to reimburse the town 
for any release time because 
it would be too expensive. 

The Andover Education 
Association has about 400 
members, Meyers says, the 
management of which does

not require full-time leave. 

“I have no interest in being 
outside of the classroom (full- 
time). I love being a teacher — 
that’s my job,” he says. 

Heading the union is his 
way of helping to improve 
education and getting things 
done “when you put things 
through the channels and 
they don’t go through,” says 
Meyers, who is entering his 
seventh year as AEA presi- 
dent. 

Brookline’s union, about 
600 members, pays the town 
for their union head to be on 
half-time release, according to 
William Ribas, head of person- 
nel in Brookline. 

Lexington’s union presi- 
dent Phil Cosby is on full-time 
release because his union is 
willing to pay the town to hire 
another teacher. The Lexing- 
ton teachers contract allows 
the union to pay the salary of 
at a bachelor step one or entry 
level rate to replace the full- 
time teacher handling the 
union, he says. 

“The teachers really appre- 
ciate it because they can focus 
on teaching,” Cosby says, who 
has headed the union of 540 
teachers since 1990. 

After he took office, the 
average number of grievances 
per year dropped from 18 to 8, 
mostly because he has time to 
work things out before they 
become grievances, he says. 

“Teachers work hard. I 
don’t know how anyone with 
no release time could do it 
(head a union). ” Cosby says.

respectful acquaintance begun 
when Goldstein came to Andover 
in 1989 has blossomed into a deep 
personal friendship. Enough so 
that the two have held public con- 
versations from time to time under 
the label “The Rabbi and the Rec- 
tor.” Enough so that the two took 
the whole thing on the road — all 
the way to Israel — with about a 
dozen parishioners from both for 
11 days in late October and early 
November. 

“This trip was really two years 
in the making,” Diamond says, 
“and kind of a flowering and con- 
tinuing of an eight-year dialogue. It 
was the next logical step, but tough 
to do, given our schedules.” 

The two plan to continue the 
conversation tomorrow night, con- 
ducting a panel discussion of the 
trip called “The Rabbi and Rector: 
On the Road,” starting at 7 p.m. Fri- 
day at Temple Emanuel on 
Haggetts Pond Road. The public is 
welcome, various trip participants 
will join the two, and then all who 
wish are invited to stay for the 
Temple community’s 8:15 Sabbath 
worship service, during which 
both Rev. Diamond and Rabbi 
Goldstein will deliver brief homi- 
lies on what the trip meant to them. 

But as the two sit at a table 
across from one another in late 
November, reflecting on the trip, it 
is clear that the meaning of it will 
continue to seep into their thinking 
for some time. It is also clear that 
while it has not modified their fun- 
damental convictions, it has made 
them even more respectful of one 
another’s faiths, and brought them 
closer as friends. 

Indeed, in describing the itiner- 
ary, both mention several times 
that they learned more about a 
“common reservoir,” from which 
both faiths are grounded. “There 
are a lot of commonalities we 


share, but don’t acknowledge much 
today,” Diamond says. 

They were obviously not the 
only ones who learned. Two of the 
trip participants, Christ Church 
members Chris and Vicky John- 
ston, remarked in a note to friends 
following the trip that, “we went to 
bed each night on physical and 
intellectual overload. 

“Before long, we were calling 
the trip a pilgrimage. A tourist goes 
through the places, but a pilgrim 
lets the places go through him or 
her.” 

The group landed in Tel Aviv 
and immediately headed north, 
which was something of a depar- 
ture for Goldstein. “I’ve always 
gone to Jerusalem first,” he says, 
“but this time we went to Galilee 
and visited three different kibbutz 
— one Christian, one orthodox 
Jewish and one secular Jewish.” 

They visited Nazareth, the 
Mount of the Beatitudes, the Sea of 
Galilee and the Jordan River, 
where one of the most moving 
events of the trip took place. 

Diamond conducted what he 
calls a “baptismal renewal” there 
for the participants from his con- 
gregation. “It was not a rebaptism, 
but I figured this was a once-in-a- 
lifetime thing.” 

Not only was it moving for those 
who participated, but Goldstein 
says he was “a bit surprised that I 
was not unsettled by it. I was 
respectful and somewhat wide- 
eyed. I guess I’d say I was moved 
not so much by the ceremony itself, 
but by watching others for whom it 
was so deeply meaningful.” 

It was also a chance to meet with 
those who, in political terms, are 
enemies of Israel. “We met with a 
sheik in Jericho, which is under 
the control of the Palestinians,” 
Goldstein recalls. “He had a picture 
of Arafat right over his shoulder. 


“But it helped to put things in 
perspective. We talked about the 
Islamic faith, and he separated 
authentic Islam from the violence 
that tends to be identified with it. 
We were welcomed into his home.” 

And then it was on to Jerusalem, 
where the group spent most of a 
week. They went to the Western 
Wall Friday evening at the begin- 
ning of the Sabbath, and witnessed 
what Diamond calls “a spectacle of 
immense _ proportions,” which 
included the prayers of Jews of all 
types. 

“We're taught not to venerate a 
place,” Goldstein says, “but the 
Western Wall simply is such a 
place. People touch it, kiss it and 
offer prayers.” 

Saturday the group made a tour 
of various synagogues, at which 
the men are on different floors 
from the women. “It was very 
interesting to listen to the chants,” 
Diamond says. 

And then Sunday they attended 
the Church of the Holy Sepulcher, 
at which “much of what we were 
hearing sounded similar to what 
we were hearing on Saturday.” 

There was much more, of 
course, including a visit to a Holo- 
caust memorial that Goldstein 
describes as “incredibly moving.” 

At a children’s memorial, “all 
you hear are the names of children, 
their age and the city from which 
they came. It shows the reality of 
the destruction of adults and chil- 
dren. You really can’t understand 
the reality of Israel until you see 
that,” he says. 

At a little amphitheater, Gold- 
stein says the group just sat and 
thought for a while. “Here we 
were, Jews and Christians,” he 
Says, “thinking, ‘How did this hap- 
pen?’ And we acknowledged that 
we couldn’t allow it to happen 
again.” 


End of the road 
in sight for ‘97 
construction

Usually, commuters aren’t happy to see roads cov. 
ered with snow and ice. But this year they might actu 
ally see a silver lining in those winter clouds. 

That's because town officials say a season-long break 
from road construction will begin once the cold weather 
arrives and closes the plants that make road materials. 

“It all depends on the weather,” says public works 
director Bob McQuade, of the decision to stop further 
road work. “It’s touch and go based strictly on that.” 

After a year highlighted by downtown traffic delays 
and town-wide road work, some daily commuters are 
looking forward to a few months without traffic barrels. 

Nearly everyone, from selectmen to bus-riding com- 
muters who don’t even do the driving themselves, has 
commented that 1997 appears to be the year of the back- 
hoe, 

A big reason for this is because a number of signifi- 
cant projects have been based in the well-traveled down- 
town area. 

Andover has received approximately $1 million 
from the state and $500,000 from Town Meeting for 
road improvements throughout the town this year. 
Among the streets affected were Ballardvale Road, 
Chestnut Street, Elm Street, Essex Street, Haverhill 
Street, Phillips Street, Punchard Avenue, Railroad 
Avenue, School Street and Vine Street. 

Besides this regular work, the town has replaced a 
number of water mains in the downtown area, inciud- 
ing those on North Main Street, High Street, School 
Street, Haggetts Pond Road and Dascomb Road. Mean- 
while, the state narrowed Route 28 (South Main Street) 
to one lane. Because of these projects, several residents 
complained earlier this year that for a while it was tak- 
ing them a half hour to travel the few miles of Main 
Street from Shawsheen Square to Phillips Academy. 

But not all construction has been done by the town. 

“The gas company has come in and dug a number of 
holes in the streets, ’ says McQuade. “It’s the same 
with Media One.” 

In fact, representatives from both companies have 
said they are in the middle of large projects to upgrade 
their equipment. McQuade estimates the companies 
dug into 40 to 50 streets each and plan to repave about 
six each. 


Bay State Gas has already made road improvements | 


to Wildrose Drive, Hemlock Road, Holly Terrace and 
Hickory Lane, according to the public works depart: 
ment. 

The electric company has also affected a handful of 
roads. 

“Most of their work is off the street. It’s in the shoul- 
der,” says McQuade. “It doesn’t bother the pavement. 
There’s probably only about 10 where they (disturbed) 
the street.” 

After a winter recess of coping with just ice and 
snow, residents can expect the barrels to return when 
the roads thaw next spring. The improvements at the 
intersection of Gould Road and Route 125 will contin- 
ue, and a significant amount of work in the River Road 
area is expected during the next several years. 

And though most road construction projects are 
slowing down now that it’s December, there are a few 
small projects officials hope to complete before the true 
arrival of winter. 

When Bay State Gas asked to dig into a portion of 
Salem Street back on Dec. 1, Selectman John Hess 
asked, “Is it going to be done tomorrow?” 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski said to Hess that 
the public works department would approve such 
work on a day-to-day basis, based on that week’s 
weather. : : |

A Collins Center vision 
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Some want more than just a | high school auditorium; others don’t

Residents who met Tuesday to debate the 
fate of the Collins Center may not agree on 
how it should be managed, but most think the 
performing arts center at Andover High 
School should be treated like more than a high 
school auditorium. 

More than 40 residents, school officials and 
theater buffs met at Doherty Middle School in 
a public forum on the fate of the center at a 
meeting of the Ad Hoc Finance Committee, an 
advisory board to the School Committee. 

The center has been run by the school 
department since 1990, when its board of 
directors, the Andover Endowment for the 
Arts, shut down for financial reasons. It 
opened in September 1983, and is named after 
the late J. Everett Collins, long-time choral 
director for Andover schools and several local 
organizations. 

Since 1990, it was rented sporadically to 
outside management companies for perfor- 
mances, and was used by the school as an 
auditorium. But about two years ago, it was shut down 
completely, and has been used in part for construction 
storage. 

“I think it’s important that the community under- 
stand why we built it the way it was built,” said Kenneth 
Gropper, who chaired the building committee that 
designed the center.

The Collins Center, part of Andover High School, 
seats 1,250 people and features a “fly” stage that can 
accommodate the traveling set of a Broadway produc- 
tion, he said. It cost the town more than $6 million to 


“To use this facility strictly as a high school auditori- 
um would be a tragedy,” Gropper said. 


But while the center was built to accommo- 
date major productions or performances, the 
available seating makes it difficult to keep 
ticket prices for events like that affordable. 

And Robert Stoezel, member of the ad hoc 
finance committee, said not everyone in the 
community wanted the center to make anoth- 
er attempt at hosting larger shows. The costs 
required for some repairs and booking would 
require a large amount of money up front he 
said. 

Joe Finn, former school committee mem- 
ber who served on the committee that 
reviewed the original Collins Center plans, 
said the center’s first priority was to serve the 
high school, and to worry about booking big- 
ger acts later. 

“The building committee really took over 
and made more out of that secondary use than 
we ever thought possible, and we did benefit. 
And I’m disheartened about what happened, 
but I think we need to can this whole thing and 
talk about how to get the center back in 
action,” he said. 

Gropper said the center’s intended use for the high 
school was even meant to be more than an auditorium. 
The design includes music and rehearsal spaces around 
the stage area, and was designed to be a “drama center” 
comparable to the science wing of a school.

Diana Kolben, director of performing arts at 
Andover High School, said she thought Blake’s 
plan was almost identical to the previous man- 
agement arrangement but would only be suc- 
cessful if the management board was chosen by 
the community. 

“There has to be an open forum to choose the 
personalities to run it. That is the critical point,” 
she said, and described the previous executive 
board as a group of “closed, elected personages.”

who now works in theater lighting, said he 
thought it was backwards to decide how to set 
up an endowment based on the kind of perfor- 
mances people want. 

“The schedule is not dictated by what the 
audience wants. It’s dictated by the endowment. 
It (the Collins Center) is 500 to 600 seats shy of 
what it needs to be for a big show. No one or 
group of qualified people could run this. The 
costs would need to be more subsidized,” he said. 

School Department Business manager 
Bernie Tuttle said that $60,000 is slated for 
Collins Center improvements to the rigging for 
safety reasons, and depending on the School 
Committee’s decision on how to run the center, 
the town could approve another $60,000 in the 
two or three years following. 

The Ad Hoc Finance Committee plans to 
resume discussions of the center at their meet- 
ing scheduled for Wednesday, Dec. 17, in the 
School Committee room at the School Adminis- 
tration building.

Over the next few weeks the Towns- 
man will preview Andover High varsity 
sports teams for the winter season. 
Today women’s basketball and ice hock- 
ey are featured. 


WOMEN’S BASKETBALL 


How do you top a 24-1 season? 

If you’re the highly-competitive half. 
dozen young athletes who form the 
nucleus of the 1997-98 Andover High 
women’s varsity basketball team, you 
strive for a bit of lofty one-upsmanship 
by shooting for the State Division I title. 

Last winter AHS reached the state 
semifinals for the first time ever, to high- 
light an historic, record-shattering sea- 
son. 

“The league is tougher this year, we 
don’t have quite as much depth, and we 
know every game is going to be a chal- 
lenge,” said Lady Warriors’ third-year 
coach Jim Tildsley. 

But challenges are the fuel that fire 
the competitive juices in ultra-talented 
returning starters Sarah and Charlotte 
Muller, Laura Orlando, Janice Coppoli- 
no and top 1996-97 reserves Lindsey 
Pearson and Kristen Foley. 

Joined last winter by Susie Tully, 
now a freshman standout at Stonehill 
College, Andover’s Magnificent Seven 
piled up 24 straight wins before losing to 
Braintree (55-38) in the State Division I 
semifinals at the FleetCenter. 

The magical mystery tour included 
titles in the Greater Lawrence Holiday 
Tournament, Merrimack Valley Confer- 
ence Large School Division and Division 
I North Tournament. 

The Lady Warriors are 40-5 the past 


two years with coach Tildsley and 55-11 
since the Mullers came on board in 1994- 
95. 

“What this team did last year was 
unheard of,” said Tildsley. “You just 
don’t win 24 straight games. One bad 
night and the streak would have been 
broken.” 

This year primary MVC rivals 
Methuen and Haverhill are stronger, 
Chelmsford has its entire team back, and 
improved Lowell has moved up from the 
Small School Division. 

Throw non-league games against tra- 
ditional Eastern Mass. powers Jeremiah 
Burke and Bishop Fenwick into the mix 
— and you've constructed one of the 
State’s toughest schedules. 

“I know Methuen and Haverhill are 
chomping at the bit to get at us,” said 
Tildsley. “But I believe we'll be ready. It 
should be a fun winter.” 

Twin sisters Charlotte and Sarah 
Muller, a pair of in-sync 5’7” guards who 
will play their college hoop at Lehigh 
University next year, form the Starting 
backcourt for the fourth straight year. 

Charlotte scored 464 points last year, 
has a school-record 1,188 career points 
including 154 three-pointers, and every 
basket she nets this season will add to 
her existing AHS marks for total points 
and trifectas. She was an All-Scholastic 
and league MVP last year. 

Sarah had 223 points in 1996’97 and 
averaged more than eight assists per 
game while feeding her sharpshooting 
twin. She has 643 career points. 

“Charlotte is shooting even better if 
that’s possible,” said Tildsley. “In our 
pre-season scrimmages she’s been hit- 
ting three’s like they were lay-ups. She’s 
a very special player who is geared up

and focused for her senior season.” 

The Mullers are also team CO-cap- 
tains and will be “outstanding leaders” 
according to Tildsley. 

Senior guard Laura Orlando (5’'7”) 
scored 149 points as a junior and 114 as a 
sophomore, while junior forward Janice 
Coppolino (5’11”) added 117 for the MVC 
champs last winter. 

Letterwinner Lindsey Pearson, a 5’9” 
sophomore forward, had exactly 100 
points as a freshman. Senior 6’3” center 
Kristen Foley (headed to Assumption 
College), who will fill the spot vacated by 
Tully, added 68 points and a ton of 
rebounds. 

Senior guard Jenna Hartwell (5’6”) 
also saw some varsity time last year (21 
points).

Reindeer postmark draws 


thousands of cards and letters 


RUDOLPH, Ohio (AP) — The volume 
of holiday mail passing through the 
Post Office in this northwest Ohio 
town of about 600 residents has mush- 
roomed since it started using a rein- 
deer postmark. 

For Rudolph 
Reindeer, of course. 


the Red-Nosed 


Last December, the tiny one-room 
facility handled more than 70,000 
pieces of mail from people across the 
country and abroad who wanted the 
reindeer postmark on their cards and 
letters. 

The Post Office is using the postal 
cancellation with a reindeer drawing 
again this season, starting today and 
continuing through Dec. 24, said 
Pamela Maluso, officer in charge. 


She said people who want the ani- 
mated postmark should send them in a 
large envelope or box to Rudolph, OH 
43462. 

Ms. Maluso said the volume of holi- 
day mail has increased steadily since 
former postmaster Joanne Patton 
received permission in 1991 to add the 
reindeer to the postal cancellation. 

In December 1995, some 60,000 
cards and letters were stamped and 
mailed from Rudolph and in 1994, 
more than 35,000 

Before adding the reindeer to its 
cancellation, the Rudolph Post Office 
tried to trade the name of the famous 
fictional character by placing a rein- 
deer sticker on outgoing pieces of 
mail, but the Postal Service put a stop 
to that.

WACO, Texas (AP) - 
Christmas. Christmas, gimme. 

For some people - namely kids with 
long “gimme?” lists for Santa - the two 
words are synonymous. 

Darlene Cates, director of volunteers 
for Caritas, said materialism is part of 
Christmas because it is just part of our 
culture. 

“I don’t know if it’s because of all the 
ads on TV or because there are two par- 
ents working and sometimes there’s 
extra money,” she said. “Maybe because 
the parents aren’t at home a lot and they 
overcompensate by giving (their chil- 
dren) things.” 

Children, it seems, probably get 
worse cases of the “gimmes” than any- 
one else around the holidays. 

And who can blame them? Between 
visits to Santa and doting grandparents, 
it’s no wonder some children automati- 
cally associate Christmas with a time to 
rake in the goods. 

Still, in a world where it seems like 
folks just can’t get enough, some people 
are working to change the way young- 
sters view the holidays. 

Cates, who has four children ages 15 
to 21, said her inspiration for reaching 
out to others came from her own par- 
ents. “I grew up watching my parents do 
things.”

She has since tried to pass that 
lifestyle on to her own family. 

As for parents who haven't pushed 
their children to think of others during 
the holidays. Cates said it’s never too 
early or too late to start. 

Opportunities for getting parents and 
their children involved in selfless activi- 
ties for the holidays are in abundance. 

Cates suggests working for food dri- 
ves or helping out at local thrift stores 
for nonprofit organizations. She also said 
parents can encourage their youngsters 
to get involved with community events 
scheduled through their schools. 

Another avenue for helping others is 
through a local church. Even the mall 
provides outreach programs to help the 
less fortunate during Christmas, Cates 
said. 

Linda Meza of Waco said she has tried 
to teach her 6year-old son, Cameron, 
the importance of sharing from Day 
One. 

“Once he became old enough to 
understand the feelings of others, we 
tried to make him understand that not 
everyone is as fortunate as he is,” she 
said. 

Every year before Christmas, Linda 
and her husband, George, sit down with 
Cameron and go through his toy box to 
give away those things he doesn’t play 
with much anymore. They’ve done this

since he was 2 

“At first he didn’t really understand,” 
Linda Meza said. “The second year we 
did, it, he had lots of questions, but now 
he expects it.” 

She said they never give away things 
that are special to him or gifts that came 
from special relatives.

Meza said. “That would kind of defeat 
the purpose.” 

Cameron can bet on getting lots of 
toys, clothes and other goodies from his 
two sets of grandparents and plenty of 
aunts and uncles, all who live in or near 
Waco.

“Not for a birthday, a 
Christmas ... and his grandmas are 
known for getting him lots of little 
things here and there throughout the 
year.” 

Meza said that as long as she Can influ- 
ence her son, she wants him to grow up 
to be a giving person. 

“He could get really selfish if we did- 
n’t teach him otherwise,” Meza said.

Holiday gifts every child deserves. 

While no one would advocate an 
end to Christmas and Hanukkah gift- 
giving, wrote Susan Korones Gifford in 
an article in the current issue of 
Redbook, there are some gifts that you 
don’t have to stand in line for at Toys 
‘R’ Us or even bother wrapping - that 
are sure to make your child truly 
happy. 

* Start with your full attention, for 
at least a little while, every day. Don’t 
underestimate time devoted to doing 
what they really want to do. For at least 
half an hour every day, follow your 
children’s lead. Resist the temptation 
to steer them toward an activity you 
think is “better.” This will also trans- 
late into conversation time, which you 
should also let them direct. By doing 
this, your building self-esteem, exercis- 
ing their ability to relate, and helping 
them to use ideas. 

- Like them as well as love them. 
Convey to your children that you value 
their ideas and take their interests and 
concerns seriously. These are far dif. 
ferent matters from simply loving 
them. If you want to really build that 
self-esteem, you’ve got to like them, 


too. Laugh at their jokes and encourage 
them to tell more. Take their side when 
they tell you about a fight with a friend 
~ or at least try to see their side. Once 
in a while, see if you can emphasize 
when they collapse into a whining, 
weeping pile at the end of a hard day. 
Try to remember that they’re just little 
kids. 

* As a rule, children adore their 
grandparents, and with good reason: 
Their grandparents adore them 
Spending time with them, gives chil- 
dren the opportunity to interact with a 
set of adults who aren't constantly 
expecting something of them. 

- Give the gift of loose time. The 
ability to work and play alone is an 
important predictor of future academ- 
ic success, says Daniel Anderson, pro- 
fessor of psychology at the University 
of Massachusetts at Amherst. And one- 
on-one time with a friend or, more 
important, with someone who could 
become one is essential. 

- Talk with your children about cut- 
ting back on the hype and buying of 
meaningless gifts. Explain that overdo- 
ing it takes away from the true mean- 
ing and spirit of the holidays. Discuss 
things that you can do together as a 
family that don’t involve gifts but that 
will create new and special rituals -

“WASHINGTON (AP) - Two-thirds of 
consumers haven't made a spending 
plan for the upcoming holidays, up 
from 56 percent last year, according to 
a banking industry telephone survey. 

The survey, recently released by the 
American Bankers Association 
found that 59 percent of consumers 
polled said they would spend $500 or 
less during the The 
bankers’ group noted, however, that 
people generally spend nearly $100 
more than they anticipate during the 
holidays.
